Bast Brewster, Mass., May 24.—[Special.] 
—The beautiful country home of Roland C. 
Nickerson, son of Samuel M. Nickerson, 
formerly president of the First National bank 
of Chicago, together with nearly all of He 
magnificent furnishings, entailing a loss of 
about $500,000, wae burned early this morn~ 
ing. 

Mr. Nickerson, who only came to his coun- 
try home from New York last Tuesday night, 
and who hae been in fll health, was under the 
care of Dr. Frederick 8. Dennis of New 
York. Dr. Dennis removed him from the 
burning building, and, in spite of the shock, | 
he ig resting comfortably tonight at an ad- 
joining estate. ! 

Sixteen persons, including the small chil- 
dren of Mr. and Mre. Nickerson, were asleep 
in the house when the fire started. They all 
owe their lives td Dr. Dennis, who was the 
first astir. He was dressing to take an 
early train for New York when he noticed 
smoke iseuing from the cornice of his room. 
A quick investigation proved that the build- 
ing was in flames, 

Rescued by Family Doctor. 

As quickly as possible Dr. Dennis alarmed- 
the household. Hurrying to the room occu- 
pied by Mr. Nickerson he transferred his 
patient to a wheel chair and rolled him to the 
stables. Without stopping to dress the 
servants and children were hurried out and 
cared for by neighbors, 

In my opinion, if I had slept five minutes 
longer,” said Dr. Dennis, Mr. and Mrs. 
Nickerson, their family, and all others in 
the house would have been suffocated.” 

It ig not known how the flames originated, 
but they spread with startling rapidity, It } 
ie realised now that all the family had a 
marvelous escape from a horrible death, 
Only the fact that Dr. Dennis had to take 
the 7:01 train prevented a horror. 

Before the flames took complete possession 
citizens removed some of the furniture. One 
man brought out a servant's mirror worth 
one dollar and tramped over rugs worth 
thousands. Another rescued a golf bag with 
a driver and “ brassie,” ignoring a cab- 
inet of silverware,

Some Instructions to Fighters. 

In it among other things he says: hy 

I notice you refer to the fact that, hotwithstand- 
ing your work in demonstrating to dealers. that 
Perfection of] is best, they still continue to give 
their customers Pennsylvania oll when they ask for 
the best. The thought has already occurred to 
you, I presume, ag to how to meet this argument. 
The thought is that; after convincing the dealer 
that Perfection ofl ts best, you naturally will in- 
quire why he buys other oil. Whether he will 
admit it or not, the thought stil will remain with 
him that there is money in his pocket to buy other 
oil, even though it coste him more money. because 
he can sell it for more, and he usually will tive 
this answer, stating that his customers call for it. 

You can then bring out the point that in selling 
Pennsylvania oll at a higher price when he knows 
that Perfection’ oil is best he is hymbugging his 
customers and he is not only doing this but he is 
humbugging himself by paying more for an article 
than it is worth. Knowing as he does after you 
have made your test that Perfection oll is best, his 
honesty would prompt him to give this to his cus- 
tomers and thereby tncrease his own profit and 
at the same time give his customers a better article. 
If you will bring out these points to the dealer it 
is possible that he will not admit that he will! 
adopt your suggestion to sell Perfection as a high 
grade oll, or possibly use it for both high and low 
grade, but 99 times out of 100 if you will put the 
matter to him in the proper way he will do it just 
the same. I would like to hear what success FOU 
meet with along this ine. 


Rivals’ Customers Threatened. 

Mr. Fretter had another letter showing tha: 
an attempt was made by the Standard Oi! 
company to intimidate one of His customers 
by threats of an indictment unless he stopped 
selling National Light oil. This qustomer 
was J. H. McCabe of Clarendon, A¥k., and 
he was accused of selling ofl: below state 
proof. On the grand jury was an agent of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company, and a com- 
mittee from the d jury room waited on 
him and told him that if he would agree 
not to sell the National ofl he had on hand 
no true bill would be found against hirn. 
This agent’s name was Threlkell. 

To show that state oil inspectors are not 
always honest the letter went on to state 
that McCabe had been with anh inspector,.a 
Mr. Rogers, once when he had passed Na- 
tional oil, taking it for the trust's oil, and 
condemned trust oil, thinking it was Na- 
tional. 

According to his testimony, Mr. Fretter 
has had a hard fight with the Standard Oil 
company for many years. In 1898 he started 
to build a pipe line from the Findlay fields. 
The Buckeye Pipe line was his only competi- 
tor, but no seoner had he gotten a few pro- 
ducers on ins line than along came the Man- 
hattan Of] company, one of the Standard's 
independent companies, with an offer of 
more money for oil. The Standard had 
drawn an imaginary line across the state 
just north of the Findlay district, and north 
of the line they paid 5 cents a barrel more 
for oil than south. When Fretter's custom- 
evs would not sell to Manhattan they moved 
this imaginary line so as to include him in 
the north half. 


One Victory Won in Ohio. 


In Marietta, O., a few years ago, Fretter 
took over.a-refinery which had gone bank- 
rupt, and which had purchased its crude oi). 
from the Standard Ol company. When 
Fretter tried to do the same thing he was 
notified that the Standard would not sell to 
him until be had seen them. He put a pipe 
line in, but the Vacuum company followed 
him every foot of the way, paralleling his 
line and getting his producers away from 
him. 7 
He called a meeting of the producers, laid 
a proposition before them of getting 10 cents 
a, barrel more for their oil under competition, 
or having the independent driven cut, then 
being dependent entirely upon the Standard 
Oil company, and he only lost one customer. 
Yesterday he said he got a telegram saying 
that the Vacuum company: Had withdrawn 
from the field. 

Mr. Fretter told of his experiences trying 
to sell lubricating of] to the railroads. 

“In 1896 I went to Mr. Truesdale, then new- 
ly appointed gerreral manager of the Rock 
Island. and I asked him to buy our lubricat- 
ing oil, He said that as we could not ship as 
much oil over his road ap the Standard, we 
had no show, but being a new man, he de- 
cided to take it up with the president, Mr. 
Cable, who said to him: Truesdale, do you 
know that Mr. Barstow of the Standard Oil 
company is one of our directors? My advice 
to you is not to touch the oil situation.’ ”’ 


Santa Fe in Grip of Trust. 

Another attempt was made by Mr. Fretter 
to sell lubricating oil to President Ripley of 
the Santa Fé. Mr. Ripley turned him over to 
Paul Morton, and from that gentleman he 
got this sage advice: 

Mr. Fretter, you cannot begin to give us 
the tonnage that the Standard Oil can, there- 
fore it is to our interest to buy lubricating oil 
from the Standard Oil company. 

After that I made no more attempts to 
sell oil to the railroads,”’ said Fretter. 

Former State Senator Ji W. Lee of Penn- 
syivania covered in more detail than Sen- 
ator Emery the story of the organizing of the 
independent pipe line company and the Pure 
Oil company, which was the company organ- 
red to stand the losses of the independent 
refiners. 

We told the refiners that we would take 
their ofl at the cost of crude petroleum plus 
the cost of refining and the cost of carriage, 
and the refinérs agreed to get along without 
making any profits for two years. The Pure 
Oil company was formed for this purpose 
at a massmeeting held in Butler, Pa.“ 

He told about the attempt of the Pure Oi! 
company to market oll in New York and how 
the Standard cut the price in half until they 


lost $40,000. He declared that in his opinion 


the remedy for the evils such as the Standard 
Oll company visited upon this country was 
to make laws prohibiting industrial corpora- 
tione from having more than $10,000,000 ca p- 
ital and making it a penal offense to estab- 
lish destructive competition: 

“I will leave it to the jury to say what 
destructive competition is,“ he said. 

The commission has decided to grant a re- 
quest made today by the Standard Oll at- 
torneys to rebutt the testimony which has 
been given against them at their hearings.

: Represents Both Companies. 

J. Howard Patton, brother of William A. 
Patton, assistant to President Cassatt, was 
the witness who'occupied the stand for a long 
time today. From his testimony it was 
learned that he occupies the position of agent 
at the Claridge station of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and he is also superintendent of the 
Claridge mine of the Keystone Coal and Coke 
company. He said he received no pay from 
the railroad company, the wages of $50 a 
month gojng to his assistant, who performs 
the actual duties.

Patton testified that the Pennsylvania 
railroad placed with his mining company 
orders for fuel coal which had brought more 
than a million dollars to the treasury of that 
concern. 

In emphasizing the point that this selling 
of fuel coal to the Pennsylvania was the 
principal business of the Keystone Coal com- 
‘pany, Mr. Glasgow quoted the following 
figures, asking Mr. Patton if they were not 
correct: 

Tour company sold to the Pennsylvania 
railroad in 1901 194,252 tons of coal, for which 
you received $216,225. 80; in 1902, 212,543 tons, 
for which you received $231,018.20; in 1903, 
224,557 tons, for which you received $293,-

John Lloyd of Altoona, Pa., testified he is

‘Cassatt, Robert K. Cassatt, and Thomas

with the firm. He also carried a personal ac-

Washington, D. G., May 2 [Special. 1— 
The New York Central probably, will de the 
next big.reilroad system in the east to feel 
the probe of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The dis¢ s in Philadelphia 
that officials of the’ eee railroad 
have been guilty of accepting stock from coal 
„ompanies has caused much discussion in 


Washington. 


While notice has not . given that the 
New York Central is about to be put under 
the searchlight, it is jikely to be issued at 
any time. Some railroad officials have 
proved unwilling witnesses, and for that 
reason the commission has abgolutely re- 
fused to give out advance information of 
prospective hearings. Two members of the 
commission are now sitting in the Phila- 
deiphia hearing, and the other members of 
the body have taken up the oil end at the 
inquiry at Cleveland. 


Will Move on New Tork. 

The probabilities are that with the con- 
clusion of the hearings in Philadelphia, Com- 
mission in this city, nothing is known ag to 
New Tork, and upon their arrival there cguse 
to be issued subpeenas for officials ot the 
New York Central railroad company to ap- 
pear before them. At the offices of the com- 
misison in this city nothing is known as to 
its present intention as to the New York 
Central. a 

That company.“ said a government.offi- 
cial, ‘‘ comes within the class specified in the 
Tillman-Gillespie resolution, It will be in- 
vestigated, but just when the commission 
has not advised us.

Managers Out for Graft. 

Some proponents of more radical rate legis- 
lation than is embodied in the Hepburn rate 
bill, now in conference, express the belief 
that the revelations in Philadelphia and 
those which they expect to follow incident 
to the investigation of the federal commis- 
sion will result in activity on the part of 
stockholders in the great systems in the 
Uaited States. They assert that the manag- 
ing officials of railroads are out for graft,” 
td they belleve many other railroads will 
follow the example of the Pennsylvania, and 
ma ase inquiries on the inside. 

Tce commissioner of corporations paid 
some attention to the New York Central 
and Hudson River railroad company when 
he started after the Standard Oll company.

TRY NEW. WAY TO CURB TRUSTS 


Ohio Authorities to Force Payment of 
$50 a Day for Violation of 
Law.

Columbus, O., May 24.— Acting under sec- 
tion 7 of the Valertine-Stewart anti-trust 
act, Attorney General Ellis has served no- 
tice on all companies, concerns, and persons 
shown to be violating that law that they 
are liable to forfeit $50.to the state for every 
day they continue its violation.

The man had a theory that ice cream con- 
tained more nourishment and wae better for 
him than any other kind of food, and, cling- 
ing like a maniac to this belief, he wasted 
himself toa mere shadow. Every morning at 
8.o’clock he would purchase an ice cream 
cone for 5 cents. This served as breakfast 
and luncheon, At 6 o'clock in the evening he 
would purchase another cone. This was his 
dinner. For several weeks Roberts subsisted 
on this one diet. 

Too weak to do any work and with only a 
few dollars as all his worldly possessions he 
apportioned the sum so that he could live 
almost two months by spending not more 
than 10 cents any day for his food. While he 
was pursuing this plan he met Dr. W. H. 
Abington in the street one day. 

“You look thin,” remarked the physician. 

Tes.“ replied Roberts, I am dieting my- 
self. Iam living on 10 cents a day and I eat 
only ice cream,”

Killed by Surp Burglar?

himself on the premises in the daytime or 
used a duplicate key and was prepared to 
enter the bank by piercing the wall about 
the end of the passage, where the body was 
found, which separates the two buildings.

NEGRO BARRED FROM BANQUET 
OF PRESBYTERIAN CLERGY,

Anderson that he would not be permitted to 
attend and requested him to return the tieket, 
the money being refunded. Brown gave as 
a reason that the management of the hotel 
refused to allow negroes to be entertained 
there.

FAVORS A SEA SEA LEVEL CANAL. 


English Expert Declares It Is Only Safe 
‘Manner in Which to Construct 
Isthmian Ditch.

W D. C., May A. -W. Henry 
Hunter, chief engineer of the Manchester 
ship canal and one of the foreign engineers 
charged by the president to investigate the 
isthmian waterway project, has written a 
letter to Senator Kittredge, saying that he 
is confirmed in the opinion he had formed 
in favor of the construction of a sea level 
canal, 

Mr. Hunter says the 3 of locks 
of great size will mean that the canal will 
be incumbered by obstructions which can 
neither be avoided nor removed. e reviews 
the accidents in daily recurrence at lock 
canals and the collisions at the Manchester 
ship canal resulting in the destruction and 
carrying away of gates. In nearly all of the 
accidents it was shown that they arose from 
causes impossible to guard against. So far 
as the double locks proposed by the minor- 
ity are concerned, Mr. Hunter says the 
probability is that the result would be 
that not only two pairs of gates would be 
wrecked instead of one, but that the vessel 
itself would be sunk in the lock.“ 

Concerning the Gatun dam, Mr. Hunter 
says he is convinced it can be built safely. 
The advantages of the so-called lake naviga- 
tion are characterized by Mr. Hunter as 
“ largely sentimental or imaginary.”

Plot Charged in Evidence. 


An effort was made to show that Roberte 
had entered the polling place of the Thir-

to @ question exclaimed: I wouldn't care 
whether I killed Kopf or. not“ 

When Kopf came into the polling place

Attorney Holt said Jackman’s fear of 
trouble was an indication that there was a 
piot before the stabbing occurred. He de- 
clared this plot would be proved by the state. 

Daniel M. Elliott, another witness, ex- 
hibited two ballots which had been folded 
tegether and which were declared to have 
been used in stuffing the ballot box. The 
ballots bore the name of Jason J. Myers, 
1446 Lexington street. 

From John M. Powers, another witness, 
Attorney Scanlan secured the admission that 
at the coroner’s inquest he testified that 
Kopf “ rushed" toward the platform before 
the stabbing. Powers contradicted the state- 
ment on the witness stand. 

George Howe testified that the trouble at 
the ballot oox occurred after the stabbing. 

Sergeant Robert Landers, who was on duty 
at the election, declared that he saw Park 
Peliceman Jensen put one or more ballots 
into the box. It was at this moment, he 
said, that he heardthecry: ‘‘ They’re stuf- 
fing the ballot box!“ He declared Senator 
Farnum tried to seize the ballot box and 
that Jensen tried to pull a revolver from 
his pocket.

Mr. Healy produced records which showed 
how the funds had been manipulated, dur- 
ing a private conference with the aged cash- 


ier. } 

The first witness before the grand jury 
was R. M. Lauer, assistant auditor. Paul I. 
Fitzpatrick, deputy clerk in Mr. Cahill's of- 
fice, and Joseph Dwyer, another olerk, were 


called. 
Clerk Explains to Jury. 

I told the jury of the receipts of the of- 
fice for the last three years sald Mr. Ca- 
hill, 
who handled the cash and who had power 
to sign receipts. I told them the cashier was 
the only one who had this power. Mr. George, 
it appears, worked his scheme by a system 


of sending two bills for the same estate, one. 


to the administrator and one to the attor- 
ney. 

He also hid his thefts by failing to credit 
money received on the cash book, but plac- 
ing it in one of the numerous fee books. He 
has confessed to these things, I understand, 
and there is no one else involved. I do not 
understand why the auditors did not discov- 
er this, as they went over my books every 
six months, 


Fiaile to Account for Money. 


*“ Evidence was submitted to the grand 
jury covering three years’ defalcations,”’ 
said Mr. Healy. The evidence indicated the 
money was stolen by George and he was in- 
dicted for embezzlement. There was no in- 
formation as to any other period, and no 
person other than Mr. George involved. The 
evidence shows that in 160 or 200 estates Mr. 
George signed receipts for money paid him. 
He put this money in his pocket, entering it 
in one of the 108 fee books, but failing to 
enter it in the cash books, so it was almost 
impossible for the auditors to discover it. 

“It is a deplorable affair, byt I had no 
discretion in the matter of prosecuting 
George. If anything is found in the other 
administrations the indictment would have 
to be on forgery or conspiracy.”

same story, and complain bitterly of the 
poor quality of the juries. They say the 
men who compose them lack intelligence 
and pay no attention to pridence or argu- 
ments. 

Unquestionably jury W is not pop- 
ular in this or in other large American 
cities. The busy men and those of elegant 
leisure alike try to get out of it, and they 
usually succeed. Business men would like 
to have competent jurors in suits in which 


they are concerned, but they are unwill- | 


ing to take a hand in improving conditions 


| by sacrificing some of their own time in 


erder to give other litigants better juries. 


Possibly they reason that the time which 


they save by Godging jury service more 
than makes good what they lose because 
of poor juries. 

There would not be 80 much reluctance 
on the part of business men if there were 
any certainty as to the length of time 
they would be obliged to serve. If a man 
knows that he is to be away from his 
office for four or five days, and no more, 
he can make arrangements. He can put 
his own business in order before going 
into court te attend to that of others. But 
jury service is a lottery. A juror may get 
through in two days or he may be held 
for six weeks. The long periods af service 
are exceptional, but the business man 
thinks only of them. He refuses to 
acknowledge that he may be lucky enough 
to serve in a short suit. 

It is not to be wondered at that the 
“highly intelligent citizen” dislikes jury 
duty. The outrageous waste of time in 
the courts irritates him. The wrangling 
over the selection of jurors, the intermina- 
ble questioning of witnesses, and the dull 
and diffuse arguments of lawyers disgust 
him, and he is amazed that these practices 
should be tolerated, and even defended. 
The dislike of business men to be taken 
from their stores or offices is inicnsified by 
the wretched methods which prevail in the 
courts. They see in jury service a wanton 
waste of time, and their time usually is 
valuable. If there were a reformation of 
court practice and trials could be con- 
ducted in a sensible fashion there would 
be less jury dodging than at present. 

The men who evade jury service ought 
to be more patriotic. They ought to recog- 
nize their civic obligations and be pre- 
pared to make occasional sacrifices for the 
public good. There is no likelihood of 
voluntary reformation 80 long as jury 
service is as needlessly repellant and bur- 
densome as it is at present. The men who 
are most needed in the jury box will hold 
to the belief that they can spend their time 
more pleasantly and profitably out of it. 
On different occasions laws have been 
enacted designed to make them serve. 
Their enforcement has been neglected or 
they have not been sufficiently stringent. 

There are two reforms which are need- 
ed. One of them is in cour‘ practice. 
Trials should not be spun out as they are. 


Then the tax of jury service would be 


less burdensome. The time of the intelli- 
gent and active members of a community 
should not be wasted as the time of jurors 
is wasted now. There should be more dil- 
igence and less good nature or downright 
dishonesty on the part of all whose duty 
it is to provide the courts with jurors. 
Probably the existing laws need no amend- 
ments. All that is required is firmness 
and impartiality in théir ‘administration. 
If these qualities were brought into play 
there would be better Juries and more In- 
telligent verdicts. 

WATERLESS STOCKYARDS DISTRICT. 

During the recent warm days public 
schools in the stockyards district have been 
short of water above the basement for drink- 
ing pr other purposes, and: in some cases 
have not had enough in the basement. 
Housewives have been compelled to do their 
washing at night, because af water famine 
by day, and have been obliged to eke out 
their needs by carrying water from their 
basements to their various floors and storing 
it in buekets and washtubs. The school au- 
thorities are installing pumps to meet the 
lack in the school buildings, but the resi- 
dents are without such a resource. 

The stockyards district has long been one 
of the low pressure ” districts of the city. 
New mains have not been laid there fast 
enough to meet the increased industrial and 
residential demands. The packing firme can 
naturally make their large demande a prior 
lien on the supply, and the result is that the 
householders fail to get what they pay for 
and are entitled to. They pay the same rates 
as other users elsewhere in the city, and 
they are entitled to approximately equal ac- 
ecommodations. | 

They incline to charge their recent and 
special deprivations to the drawing of nn- 
usual quantities of water by the packers. 
On the other hand, it is suggested that the 
new parks in that region may account in 
part for the deficiency. The water bureau 
is investigating the subject, with a view to 
ascertaining the actual cause of this special 
deficiency. The bureau also announces that

Such an effort never has been made. 
Successive municipal administrations have 
been good natured. They may have 
threatened in proclamations, but the 
threats never have been taken seriously. 
Men and boys have done pretty much as 
they pleased on the fourth and made work 
for firemen and insurance adjusters. 
There will be a considerable number of 
men available for police duty by the time 
the fireworks season begins, and if they 


are instructed to exercise wholesome sever- 


ity: at the outset there will be fewer viola- 
tions of the ordinances and less loss of 
life and property on the fourth of July. 
The underwriters of the country will be 
greatly relieved if that day shall pass 
without a disastrous conflagration. The 
municipal government of Chicago should 
do all that lies in its id bs to protect 
them. 


MORE MEN ARE “NEEDED. 

If a man spent a large sum of money 
to pipe water into his house and then re- 
fused to put in taps he would be thought 
foolish. If a man ordered a dinner for 
a flogen guests and then refused to spend 
money for stamps on the invitations he 
would not be considered saving. If the 
United States government spends thirty 
or forty million dollars for a system of 
coast defenses and then’ refuses to pay 
wages high Enough to secure men to han- 
dle the expensive machinery and keep it 
in order in times of peace, what is to be 
thought of that policy? : 

The question of pairiotism does not 
enter here. In time of war millions of 
men, if necessary, can be enlisted, but 
when there is no stress of immediate peril 
to the country men cannot be found to do 
the tiresome work of coast guards for 
less than the average wages of civil posi- 
intelligence and 
training. It is really a patriotic duty, but 
it is not so regarded. Hach man leaves 
it to some other not so fortunately situ- 
ated as himself. If war should be de- 
clared guddenly it would be necessary to 
intrust the great guns with their delicate 
cpparatus to green men full of enthusi- 
asm but capable of putting the defenses 
in} a condition to render no service till the 
war was over. 

The remedy for this state of things was 
pointed out by Secretary Taft to the sen- 
ate military committee. Less than one- 
fourth of the coast defenses could de 
manned at present if every man in the 
service were utilized. There must be an 
appropriation adequate to the need. The 
eoast line of the United States, without 
counting in insular possessions, is alto- 
gether too large to be defended by a navy 
twice the size of the presént one, and 
there is no hope that the navy will soon 
be enlarged sufficiently to meet possible 
attack at points as widely separated as 


those which a cunning enemy would be 


likely to aim at. The relative value of 
edast defenses and a large navy was con- 
sidered when the forts along the coast 
were planned and equipped. That part of 
the expense has already been incurred. 
It would be foolish to let the money go 
to waste for lack of a liberal policy to- 
ward the army now. Congress has been 
asked to make provision for a force of 
men to increase the strength of the coast 
defenses to 45 per cent of the full 
strength, instead of 25 as now. This ts 
little enough. There should be no opposi- 
tion from even the most Salo watch - 
apes ef the treasury.

The plaintiffs are the sons 
and grandsons of the old Khedive Iemall, and 
the Egyptian government is the defendant. 
When in 18T8 the old khedive became in- 
volved in financial difficulties he offered, in 
the vain hope of saving his throne and of 
averting the deposition with which he was 
threatened, his private estates by way of 
8 for a couple of loans raised througa 
wht Rothschilds and with the proceeds of 

e 


h he expected to stave off bankruptcy. 
The property in question was vested in the 
hands of trustees nominated by the English 
and French governments. They adminis- 
tered their trust so well that not only has 
the loan been entirely liquidated, but a sur- 
plus has remained of $80,000,000, 

The Egyptian government has taken pos- 
session of this amount, Khedive Ismaii's 
surviving sons and his grandsons, other than 
the present ruler of Egypt, claim the money 
vn the ground that once the debt for which 
the lands were hypothecated had been wiped 
fut the remainder of the property and its 
income belonged to the Khedive Ismail’s es- 
tate. 

On the other hand, the Egyptian govern- 
ment puts forward the contention that When 
the loans were made the money was lent 
not to Khedive Ismail but to the Egyptian 
government, and that the fact that he hy- 
pothecated his estates as security for the 
ican constituted their virtual surrender to the 
Egyptian government. It is pointed out that 
the lands in question were almost entirely 
composed of estates unjustly confiscated by 
Khedive Ismail without any legal process, 
and that his title thereto was therefore ques- 
tlonable and that the Egyptian government 
would have been perfectly justified in seiz- 
ing the property even if he had not surren- 
dered it. The government also invokes the 
statute of limitations. 

Lord Cromer, of course, takes this view, 
and it is mainly by his advice that the khe- 
divial government is fighting the case. On 
the other hand, the princes have the backing 
of some of the most famous lawyers in Eu- 
rope and they have as their counse] M. 
Manusardi, the former minister of justice in 
Italy, while the strongest counsels’ opinion 
in their favor are those given last year by the 
leading French lawyer, Poincare, and the 
eminent English leader of the bar, Herbert 
Asquith, who have since become, respective- 
ly, minister of finance of France and chan- 
cellor of the exchequer in Great Britain.

Of course the name of the pseudo Count 
Arthur Dillon was bound to crop up in con- 
nection with the recent moparchica: con- 
Fpiracy in France which aimed at the over- 
throw of the government of the republic by 
means of socialist and anarchist coSperation 
or. May 1, and he has been again subjected to 
domiciliary visits on the part of the police, 
who seized his papers and correspondence. 
He will be remembered as the fidus Achates 
cf Gen, Boulanger and as having accom- 
panied the latter in his flight from France. 
Indeed, the same decree of the high,. court 
which condemned the general to virtual ban- 
ishment imposed an analogous penalty upon 
him, and of course some years later he was 
included in the political amnesty of all the 
people implicated in the Boulanger adven- 
ture. 

While Boulanger lasted Dillon. benefited 
nct only in a financial but also in a social 


sense, and in spite of his obscure origin and 


more than doubtful antecedents he was for a 
time the political confidant of such persons 
as the count and countess of Paris, tho 
widowed duchess of Uses, and of other lead- 
era of the French royalist party. This is all 
the more astonishing when itis borne in mind 
that Dillon had been deprived of his com- 
mission as an officer of the reserve forces for 
dishonorable conduct, which led to his being 
branded by the French embassy in London as 
a “‘chevalier d’industrie,”’ the equivalent to 
being spoken of in English as a swindler. 
His wife was formerly a star of the provincial 
stage. Dillon's career was one of chronic 
impecuniosity and of ingenious methods to 
raise money, until the time: when he became 
associated with Boulanger, when he sfddenly 
bounded from the lowest depths of poverty 
to apparently inexhaustible wealth. He, 
however, took no steps to pay off the numer- 
ous and in many cases dishonorable debts 
which he had previously incurred and which 
caused him repeatedly to be suspended and 
finally cashiered from the war department. 

Some of this money he must have saved. 
For since his return to France after the am- 
nesty he has made his home on the Gulf of 
Morbihan, where his estates comprise ex- 
tensive oyster beds and also a big horse 
breeding establishment. As far as the Paris 
world is concerned he has dropped completely 
out of sight, and the general impression 
seems to have been, until he reappeared in 
the recent monarchical conspiracy, that he 
had passed over to the majority and joined 
ris friend Boulanger on yonder side of the 
River Lethe. 

— 


In spite of all that people may say of Em- 
peror William, the fact remains that there is 
no monarch in Christendom who personally 
has accomplished more in the way of the 
promotion of the prosperity of German trade 
and industry than himself. Take, for in- 
stance, China. As recently as 1897—that Is 
to say, less than ten years ago—2,$38 tons 
constituted the sum total of German trade at 
Hankow. Today it amounts there to nearly 
2,000,000 tons, while the increase of German 
trade at Tching Kiang is even still more 
phenomenal, Thanks to the Kaiser's per- 
ronal friendship with the sultan, Germany 
is rapidly acquiring a virtual monopoly of 
the Ottoman commerce and industry, while 
the German maritime trade in the Mediter- 
ranean has, since Emperor William's acces- 
sion to the throne, grown a thousand fold. 

People are fond of picturing the keiser as 
the war lord and as the principal peril to the 
peuce of Europe. Yet while he has managed 
to increase the area of his empire, it has 
been entirely by means of diplomatic victor- 
fes, and his n ee, have been in the realm 
of trade and industry rather than in those of 
war. Germany owes the unparalleled de- 
vélopment of her prosperity during the last 
decade to the enterprise, activity, encourage- 
ment, and diplomacy of her brilliant ruler.

This railway guide has, like everything else 


in England, a history that is worth record- 


ing. It was in 1889, the year of Queen Vic- 
toria’s accession to the throne, that George 
Bradshaw, a Quaker of Manchester, pub- 
lished. his first modest railway guide, a di- 
minutive pamphiet only four and a half 
inches long and three inches wide, bound in 
green cloth and lettered in gold. Then it 
was merely a collection of monthly time 
tables issued by the seven railway co:apa- 
nies in existence at the time. 

We must get some coffee also at the rail- 
way restaurant, and have the waitress, who 
talks the strangest language that you ever 
heard and thinks it English, put some sand- 
wiches that have CHicago ham in the middie 
of them, and also some sponge cakes and a 
weak little red banana that is more precious 
than it looks into a small paper bag. 

There. Now we are off. We'll de in London 
in an hour and a half. Meanwhile we'll ride 
through the most attractive scenery, through 
landscapes which have England written all 
over the face of them, so exquisitely finished 
are they, so well kept and so peaceful. At 
this hour of the morning the sky is a grayish 
blue, flecked with clouds. The pale, large 
stars which were still visible while we were 
nearing land have now gone out, eclipsed by 
the brighter light of day, Prepare yourself 
to find little that ls unexpected in the scenery 
through which we pass. After the first view 
it all wears a famillar air.

Evans, in the United States Circuit court

9 the state racing com- 
3 en ol it from withholdihg a li- 
cense from the Western Jockey club track 
to hold a race meeting at any time from now 
to December. 

The decision of Judge Evans was based 
on what he termed an unjust discrimina- 
tion against the complainant,” which he 
ruled was contrary to the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United States, 
rather than on any question of the unconsti- 
tutionality of the law creating the commis 
sion. One part of the decision reads as fol- 
lows: 

The act of the commission was arbitrary, unduly 
oppressive, and an unjust discrimination against 
the complainant, whereby it was denied the equal 
protection of the laws of the state of Kentucky, 
and such discrimination, if permitted to stand, 
w injure greatly the complainant in its 
erty, and that as all this was done by the officers 
of the state, it was done by the state itself, and 
therefore contravenes the fourteenth amendment 
to the constitution of the United States. 

Concerning the law itself, he said: 

We think the general purpose of the enactment 
was clearly within the com mey of the legis- 
lature, but the reluctance a federal court, ex- 
cept in plain cases, to declare a state statute to be 
unconstitutional has led us to interpret the mean- 
ing of the act rather than to attempt to over- 
throw it. 

An appeal to the United States Circuit 
Court of ‘Appeals was immediately taken 
by the attorneys for the commission. None 
of the members of the commission would 
discuss the decision. 

Now that the turf war is settled the ques- 
tion of dates is not so important and no one 
here knows when Douglas park will open.
